"Let me ask If there are any 
Damons here. 
Wonderful was the friend 


ship of these two men. If you knew a 
man that would take your place In jail 
with tha death penalty over him wuuld 
that not bind you together? Damon went 
away and knew that his friend would 
suffer if he did not return. Hurrying to 
his death Damon relieved the man who 
was about to be killed for him. How 
many Damons have we hers tonight? Is 
there any one here who would like to have 
him for a friend? Pythias and Darron 
furnish the models for our friendship. 
Huw many of na have some little thing 
which Is keeping us from a friend. It is 
a good deal better to be friends. If you 
have your way clouded yon have some 
place to go where you will meet friends 
and you can counsel together. Some 
men join church and you can't tell any 
difference In their conduct Some m»n 
come into a lodge that way. After they 
get there they feel that they do not need 
friendship. 
They do not reallte the Im- 


portance of loving one another. Ihere 
are * good jnawy tbingi in tbimortd and 
within our reach If we wJIT 'bat take 


them. There Is a great deal that is good 
in the human heart. 


When the people of our city read the 


story cf a poor farjlly in want before it 
was fairly light they were carrying bread 
and other good things to them. 
I say 


that the world is getting better. Men 
and women are getting better. The world 
is better this week than it was last week. 
If there Is but one thing that makes it 
better it is the action of little Greece 
as she steppJJ In against Turkey. Tho 
wwld admires bravery and tho world 
loves a kind act. When you see the letters 
"F. C. B." on a watch charm cr pin of a 
Knight don't think that means fresh 
country butter. 
It means friendship, 


charity and benevolence. I would that 
instead of half a million Pythins wearing 
it there were 5,000,000 of them. 
When 


you begin to bring men to the bible 
you have brought them nearer to their re- 
lation of God and men. Hev. Vosburg 
once told me that every benevolent soci 
ety that had a biblo in tho lodge ruotns 
carried it ahead of tho church. Another 
thing we flo besides bringing rnun in 
closer relation to themselves and God Is 
that very frequently when he joins our 
lodge it is the turning point in his lifo. 
That point is reached frequently by com- 
ing Into a benevolent society. If every 
one here tonight will make a resolve to 
moke some one happy we will have more 
happiness iu our city tomorrow than we 
have ever had.

"Moderate Protection.'' 


American Economist: Tbore ia one 


point which congress should carefully 
consider In framing a new tariff bill. No 
"moderate " protection should be tolerat- 
ed where the moderation can only be 
effected by compelling the laborer to ac- 
cept the low scale of -wages made iiccos- 
»ry by tbe Wilson bill. What the coun- 
try demands is a complete restoration of 
tho wage earner's purchasing capacity as 
U existed before tho free trade onslaught 
upon our industries; for it is the two or 
three billions of dollars in wages which 
lirotection can* d to circulate freely In the 
United States that will bring domestic 
trade up to tbe high water mark. 


No patriotic American sbculd bo con- 


tent with less than bis old McKinley pros- 
perity; and it certainly will not return 
with any -'moderate" protection. Let 
labor be considered first in every instance. 
It is the poor man, working with bis 
hands from day to day, who buys the 
most liberally in proportion to his income 
snd mnkes tbo great bulk of our volume 
of trade. Savo tbo American markets 
fer tho products of American labor and 
make the tariff embrace the bigbest pos- 
glble wages consistent with the ratio of 
the American labor supply to the demand 
(or labor. 
Congress should carefully ex- 


amine every proposal fora "moderate" 
tariff and sen If it be not the result of a 
compromise by which a touch of free 
trade is to be maintained, so that the 
wiiges of tbe workmen can be lett upon 
tbe level to which they were hammered 
down by tho Gorman-Wlson law. 


Board of Pardons. 


A bill has been introduced in the legis- 


laturo providing for a board of pardons 
o insisting of three members to bo ap- 
pointed by the governor. Tho bill seeks 
to empower the board to hear and deter- 
mine all applications for pardon or com- 
mutation of sentence. 
Whilo 
perhaps 


this is not the bc«t time we have ov<.r 
bod to create any new pecuniary obliga- 
tions which of course would accompany 
tbo organization of any new board of com- 
missioners, the object is a good one. The 
item of considering the multitude of ap- 
plications for pardons iu this state wkh 
its present population has become a great 
burden to the governor of tbo state, and 
it woulu be well to relieve him from this 
duty. 


It has reached a point where these ap- 


plications in gome cases almost amount to 
a retrial of tho case and the governor is 
forced to listen to long and specious argu- 
ment* by attorneys or read volumes of 
manuscript in order to give petitioners a 
(air healing. And doing the best he can 
the governor cannot give them the consid- 
eration he bh-uld without interfering 
with the other and more proper business 
of bis office. 
Right here comes in the in- 


terests of the commonwealth. It is not 
fair to neglect these interests and it is 
unfair to turn criminals loose upon the 
commonwealth upon a superficial exam- 
ination of tbe applications as wag evi- 
dently done in many oases by Altgeld. 
A board of pardons could take up these 
cue* and do justice to both criminal and 
people aud In view of thin the chances are 
tbat the pardoning power would not be so 
often abused as it has been In the part and 
no many hardened criminals would not be 
turned loose as in the past to recommit 
crime and be tried at tbe people's expense 
and sent back to prison only to come up 
again to torment the governor at tbe peo- 
ple's eipuuse. 


The criminal classes are becoming a 


•onrce of greater expense to the people 
year by year and it is time tbat the item 
ot expense must receive mare considera- 
tion tban in tbe past, and when criminals 
are justly convicted and sent to prison 
they should be left there, unless there is 
some extraordinary reason to pardon them, 
and they should be made to pay their 
way while in prison. It Is enough that 
the people art) forced to stand tbe expense 
of tba trial of these public enemies, which 
in the state of Illinois Is enormous, reach- 
ing into millions annually. A board of 
pardons If properly and honestly organ- 
lied could tave the people annually much 
more than their salaries would amount to.

which Is Inhabited tbat has not suffered 
tbe consequences. It has oftentlme been 
said that protection only benefltted the 
north and tbat the result of its operation 
was to tax the south for the b?nelit of tbe 
north. And this fallacy was believed in 
tbe south so much that when tbe attempt 
was made to secede from tba union the 
confederate constitution was made to ex- 
plicitly declare that no tariff should ever 
be laid for protection or the fostering of 
any industry. 


Added to this error, as to sectional in- 


terests, there was also the error tbat pro- 
tection only benefltted those wbo were di- 
rec«y interested in manufacturing. Tbat 
it dW not benefit the farmer, the carpen 
ter, or tho physician; and tbat all unpro- 
tected trades and professions were tax-ed 
for tbe benefit of those engaged in manu- 
facturing. But when tbe party came into 
power throiitening the destruction of the 
protective pulley and tbo manufacturers 
began to trim their sails for tbe promised 
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storm.and idleness Instend of employment 
bocame the rule, it was as difficult for 
tbe carpenter to get work as it was for the 
man who worked in the factory. It was 
•S bard for tbe tanner to fled a profitable 
niirket as it was for tho manufacturer. 
The power of the people to consume bad 
been destroyed and in short all tbo people 
suffered alike and all Motions suffered 
alike. This was the lesson. It this in 
not sufficient lot us watcb tbo evolution 
from depression to prosperity, wben pro- 
tection is again reinstated. As soon us 
tho American mills begin running again 
and tbe mill men are called into employ- 
ment, the carpenter, right on their heels 
will be called upon to tako up his plane 
and saw for the reason that as BOOU men 
are again employed in the mils there will 
bo bouses to repair and bouses and mills 
to build, and every trade a! d profession 
wlllonjoy a new pulsation north, south, 
east and west. Our interests at a people 
aro not divided along the Hues of protect- 
ed and so-called unprotected pursuits or 
trades. Whenever one great calling in 
life JB crippled every other calling suffers. 
As it is put In holy writ, tbe bead cannot 
say to tbe body I have no need of tbee, 
nor can tho hands say to the feet I have 
no need of thee. Every part must bo per- 
fect to have a perfect body. To be healthy 
tbo heart must send the blocd into tbe 
most remote eitremlty of the body. The 
great heart that sets the rivers of prosper- 
ity going is the manufacturing industries 
ot the country. When they are bnilc up 
and running they furnish markets and 
enable men to employ carpenters, to buy 
tlie merchants' goods, pay doctors and
